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Insurance, in this hazardous age, 
is both a necessity and a sound in- 
vestment. No one in his right senses 
will question it! 

But nearly every man, when he 
contemplates taking out additional 
insurance, must reckon not only 
how much he uowld like to have, 
but how much he can afford. 

In his anxiety to protect his fam- 
ily’s future, the man of the house 
must still exercise prudent judg- 
ment, so that he doesn’t buy more 
than he can pay for—and thereby 
jeopardize both present and future. | 

That may seem like a somewhat ; 
academic statement of facts, but it 


is a viewpoint that badly needs to 
be applied to the problem of com- 
munity insurance, or social security. | 

Both in California, and in the na- 
tion at large, there has been an un- 
doubted tendency during recent 
years to insure to the hilt and let} 
the government take care of the 
premiums. But actually, of course, 
the government—regardless of some 
of the big-handed gestures of its 
politically-minded officials—doesn’t 
pay the premiums. They are paid, 
just like you pay them on your life 
insurance, by the fellow who has his 
name written on the face of the 
policy! 

And what do they cost? 

The annual bill of California em- 
ployers, at the present time, for 
social security exceeds $84,000,000, 
and an additional $41,000,000 an- 
nually is paid by employees. 

This tax is already one of the 
largest in the state and will soon 
become the largest, without excep- 
tion, if increased tax rates now pro- 
vided for become effective. 

Perhaps California employees, and | 
California workers, can afford it. If | 
so, no harm has been done. But per- 
haps neither employer nor employee 
has ever figured out, carefully, whe- 
ther he can continue to meet the 
premiums without risking the pres- | 
ent to provide for a too-abundant 
future, It’s something, at least, that 
merits consideration. 

A good private insurance salesman 
is usually too shrewd and practical 
to over-sell the man who does busi- 
ness with him, but the government 
salesmen of social security, in far 
too many instances, have their eye 
on the next election and are per- 
fectly willing to let the future take 
care of itself. 

Under the circumstances, every 
buyer of social security might do 
well to take account of the situa- 


tion and find out just what it is| 


costing him. Nor does that mean 
that the writer is arguing against 
old age assistance, unemployment 
insurance, health insurance, disa- 
bility insurance, or any of the other 
forms of community insurance now 
popular. Everyone likes to feel that 
he is well insured; the question is: 
“Can we meet the payments?” 

Some weeks ago, the State Cham- 
ber of Commerce took an initial 
move in the right direction with the 
appointment of a state-wide social 
security committee, headed by Stu- 
art O'Melveny of Los Angeles, to in- 
quire into the costs and practicality 
of all present or proposed social se- 
curity programs financed through 
payroll taxes. 

The committee's field of inquiry 
will include federal old age and 
survivor insurance; federal and 
state unemployment insurance, in- 
cluding free public employment ser- 
vices; railroad retirement insurance 
and railroad unemployment com- 
pensation; proposed programs to in- 
clude federal maritime unemploy- 
ment insurance; federal or state 
compulsory health insurance, and 
disability insurance. 

It is to be hoped that the com- 
mittee really functions and deter- 
mines whether the various insur- 
ance programs are sound, of whether 
jobs are being abolished and oppor- 
tunities are being shortened to- 
day in an abortive attempt to buy 
a golden tomorrow. 

Security is a splendid thing, but 
the only basis or security is steady 
employment, steady production, 
steady income. It‘s something worth 
looking into!

Six Italian warships and possibly 
a seventh were smashed into use- 
lessness by a British air attack on 
the big Fascist base at Taranto, ac- 
cording to the admiralty at London, 
which claimed the most sensational 
air-navy victory of the war. 

The Royal Air Force, operating 
from England, from Greece and 
from North Africa, 
and again at Italian and German 
bases in the last 24 hours.

DEATH TOLL IN 
POL) WAVE 
MOUNTING 


Great Lakes Shipping 
Scene Of Heaviest 
Loss Of Life 


DETROIT ((P\—Diminishing winds 
and clearing skies today disclosed a 
mounting death toll of ships and 
sailors in one of the worst storms in 
history of the Great Lakes. Eighteen 
were known dead, 51 were missing 
and believed dead, and the crews 
of several other ships were unre- 
ported. 

The scene along Lake Michigan’s 
eastern shoreline was one of freez- 
ing, desoation, battered hulks of 
long lake freighters and scores of 
coast guardsmen and CCC enroli- 
{ees searching among the wreckage 
fcr victims cf the gale while struck 
from the west late Monday. 

By UNITED PRESS 

Cold nipped almost the entire na- 
tion today as the storms whch caus- 
ed at least 100 deaths and untold 
property damage appeared to abate. 

At least 16 sailors were killed on 
the Great Lakes when gales churned 
the waters into choppy waves that 
sent five boats to the bottom and 
grounded six others. At least four 
more boats were missing. A score of 
hunters died in the middle west, 
many of exposure when the biting 
cold swept suddenly across. the 
plains. An unknown number of 
fishermen were missing. Others died 
in accidents on highways, in the 
cities and in the air. 

Only California escaped the cold 
| which swept the mercury down to 
| Sub-zero marks in northern areas 
and to,50 degrees in the deep south. 
Belgrade, Mont., reported 15 degrees 
below zero. 

Damage to fruit crops was fear- 
ed as the mercury dipped to near 
freezing in southern areas. Read- 
ings near 38 degrees were forecast 
for northern Florida tomorrow, and 
at New Orleans the mercury was 
expected to stay below 55 degrees 
although the norma] temperature 
there is 62 at this time of year. 

A cold wave was moving into 
Oregon from Canada and tempera- 
tures there were expected to drop 
to below freezing. 

Minnesota reported 23 deaths, 
eight of them hunters who were 
lost when the storms blew across 
the middlewest Monday. Michigan 
reported 20 dead, ut the number 
was mounting steadily as the bodies 
of more seamen were found washed 
ashore. Illinois reports 15 dead, 
Iowa eight and Pennsylvania and 
New York six each. Wisconsin re- 
ported five, Indiana for and Mis- 
souri, Ohio and Oklahoma one each.
